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a Dear Readers 


f you ever see Peter, Paul, and Mary, would you give 

them a message for me? They changed my life—and I 

want to thank them. They won’t remember me. I was 

one grinning face in a concert crowd and it was a bit 
more than thirty years ago! But I'll never forget that life- 
changing moment. 

Friends had asked me to go to a concert by PP&M at the 
Carter Baron Amphitheater in Washington, DC. I saw and 
heard, for the first time, a performance where the audience 
was an integral part of the concert. The audience sang well- 
loved choruses prompted and encouraged by PP&M, and I 
felt the magic in the air. My friends had difficulty pulling me 
away (couldn’t we sing all night?). Soon after, I bought a gui- 
tar and began finger-hurting practice; a bit later I began play- 
ing the guitar (the five chords I knew) and singing at an old 
inn for tips and dinner. After that, I left my job as a school 
teacher for a life as a performer. The rest, as they say, is his- 
tory. 

Well, those thirty years were filled with nervous moments, 
new instruments (mountain and hammered dulcimers), ner- 
vous moments, Dulcimer Players News, wonderful new 
friends, experiences beyond my dreams—and nervous 
moments. All of this began with PP&M; I was an audience 
member whose life changed that evening. 

With the recent terrorist activities a/l of our lives have 
changed as we continue to experience sorrow and loss. But 
within hours of the shocking September events I heard men 
and women singing songs of hope and dedication as they 
gathered throughout the United States and in other coun- 
tries. | heard the melodies and words; these people gave me 
courage through their music. 

Many years ago I was told that whenever you perform 
(formally or informally) at least one listener needs to be 


there. That need might be small (“That song is a favorite and 
I enjoyed hearing it tonight.”) or large (“I’ve always wanted 
to play a musical instrument, and I love the one I just heard 
you play.”). Just knowing you’re part of something is enough. 

To those of you who experience the shakes when playing 
your dulcimer for even a small gathering of friends, | hope 
you'll consider this: most of us will not be sought after for a 
leading dulcimer player role on a hit television series. All of 
us, however, have touched people’s lives and even nicely 
changed them more times than we'd imagine. 

I sing with the hammered dulcimer. I didn’t think of doing 
so until Sam Rizzetta asked me to sing “Angels We Have 
Heard On High” while he and his wife, Carrie, played the 
dulcimer and Seth Austen played guitar at a Kentucky Music 
Weekend performance. I was floored with the experience of 
singing along with this beautiful, sustaining instrument. With- 
in days I was experimenting with the same song and, again, 
the rest is history. 

I've told Sam how he changed my dulcimer life that week- 
end. The people who brought their voices to the streets in 
September don’t know they touched my heart with hope. I 
would love to tell them. Peter, Paul, and Mary don’t know 
know what they started in my life. If I weren’t so shy I’d prob- 
ably tell them. 

But I’m not too shy to tell you. Share your music whenever 
and however you can—now more than ever. The strength 
and beauty of music is alive and can heal, bring hope, inspire, 
and change lives. We need music’s gift, and it comes through 
you.

Wan-Cheng Chao, a journalist with 
the Chinese branch of the Voice Of 
America radio network, visited the 
Treasure Mountain Festival in Franklin, 
West Virginia in 2000 and 2001. Both 
years she conducted interviews and pre- 
sented in-depth stories about the festi- 
val, commenting that she was impressed 
by the history of the area and how this 
culture is kept alive for generations of 
young people. An added treat for 2001’s 
broadcast was the hammered dulcimer 
playing of John Dettra from McLean, 
Virginia. His music reached 100 million 
Chinese listeners. 


The Piddlin’ Parson of Pinehurst, 
Max A. Gilmore, died in May, 2001 at 
the age of 82. Max was a Baptist minis- 
ter for over fifty-three years, serving 
churches in Moore County, North 
Carolina. 

Max enjoyed woodworking, a hobby 
he began during his free time while 
serving in the Navy in Norfolk, Virginia 
from 1944 to 1946. Over the years he 
made mountain dulcimers, stands for 
hammered and mountain dulcimers, 
and several pieces of furniture. 

Max began making dulcimers in 
1975. I bought my first dulcimer from 
Max and his wife, Margaret, in 1983. 
This purchase led me into a steadfast 
friendship with the Gilmores. Margaret, 
a talented musician, taught dulcimer 
lessons at Sandhills Community Col- 
lege, introducing many area residents to 
the joys of playing the instrument. 

When missionaries visited Max’s 
churches, he gave them each a dulcimer 
to take back to their mission field. Max 
and Margaret, before her death in 1988, 
also shared their musical talents and 
dulcimer programs with churches, civic 
events, schools, senior centers, festivals, 
and prisons. I once accompanied them 
to a prison hospital where, after the 
dulcimer program and a humorous skit 
by Margaret, Max gave a short sermon. 
In his straightforward, honest way, Max 
began by saying, “We have all made 
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mistakes.” Following his remarks many 
prisoners spoke individually with Max, 
handing him paper and asking him to 
write scripture references for their spe- 
cial concerns. 

While a precise record keeper about 
church matters (243 weddings, 649 
funerals, 897 baptisms), Max Gilmore 
did not want to disclose the number of 
dulcimers he made. We will respect his 
wishes by simply saying in his words, 
“Quite a few, to be enjoyed by many.”

Your November 2000-January 2001 
issue was of great interest to me. John 
Stockard was featured on the cover and 
in a profile article and there was also an 
article about a dulcimer snowbird 
group.

reenfire, Ken Kolodner’s musical 

partnership with fiddler Laura 

Risk, has already produced two 

outstanding albums in Walking 
Stones and Greenfire. Their third 
release, A Roof for the Rain, is their 
best yet. Keith Murphy adds some fine 
guitar and Joseph Sobol contributes a 
rhythmic cittern on several numbers, 
but the centerpiece is the wonderful 
interplay between Ken’s hammered dul- 
cimer and Laura’s fiddle and viola. This 
is a program of mostly Celtic music 
spiced with a sprinkling of Québecois 
tunes and a full measure of Kolodner, 
Risk and Murphy originals. There is a 
chemistry at work here that goes well 
beyond Ken and Laura’s combined 
resumes. This is magical music and you 
should own it. 


usan Sherlock credits Ken Kolod- 
ner, among others, for much of the 
inspiration behind Wateree and 
Ken contributes both hammered 
dulcimer and fiddle to her album along 
with Albert Dulin on fiddle and man- 
dolin, Fred McKinney on guitar, and 
Dan Bright on fiddle. This is an 
enchanting collection of tunes from a 
variety of sources. Scotland, Ireland, 
Israel, and Germany are represented, in 
addition to several traditional American 
tunes and a couple of nice Sherlock 
originals. Susan plays with skill and 
confidence and her dulcimer meshes 
seamlessly with her supporting cast of 
musicians. Her arrangements range 
from delightfully simple duets with 
fiddle, mandolin or guitar to more 
elaborate ensemble showcases. 


aul Gifford has published a won- 

derful new book tracing the 

medieval origins of the hammered 

dulcimer and its subsequent 
spread—under many names—to other 
parts of the world. The Hammered 
Dulcimer: A History endeavors to 
explain the history and evolution of the 
instrument with special attention to the 
North American tradition. Along the 
way, Gifford discusses the dulcimer’s 
origins along with the santur, the hack- 
brett, the cimbalom family, the pantale- 
on, the salterio, the French psalterion 
and typanon, and the yanqin family. He 
details the story of the dulcimer’s 
American revival and the transforma- 
tion of the instrument as part of the 
overall “folk revival” since 1970. There 
are a number of wonderful photographs 
and other illustrations that add measur- 
ably to the book’s character. The book 
is #6 in Scarecrow Press’ ongoing series 
related to American Folk Music and 
Musicians. Ralph Lee Smith is one of 
the series editors and, in his foreword, 
states that “many supposed or actual 
facts about the dulcimer’s past have 
become common currency among 
today’s American players. Many players 
have wished to know more and have 
been curious to separate fact from leg- 
end to the extent that it can be known 
today, this book provides what they are 
looking for. This book rescues the story 
of the hammered dulcimer from obscu- 
rity and inaccessibility.” 


avid Schnaufer’s new recording, 
Uncle Dulcimer, is a little differ- 
ent from his previous releases. For 
one thing, he sings on about a half 
dozen of the ten cuts, among them won- 
derful songs—such as Tennessee Valen- 
tine and The Way You Move the Air, 
which he wrote. He is one of our best 
mountain dulcimer players and he is 
almost certainly our best banjomer 
player. Cumberland Gap and Sarah 
sound as though he’s playing a banjo, 
not just a dulcimer that makes a banjo- 
like sound. One mild complaint: the 
album is just 35 minutes long. On the 
other hand, 35 minutes of David is 
worth an hour of just about anybody

Texas. The great state of Texas has 
a lot to be proud of in terms of its 
homegrown dulcimer talent. Lloyd 
Wright, a Mountain Dulcimer Champi- 
on, is featured on two new albums. 
Northfield is Lloyd’s first solo album 
and he not only plays solo dulcimer, he 
literally becomes his own string band on 
guitar, mandolin and banjo through the 
magic of overdubbing.

An Unusual Old Dulcimer 


In some parts of the country antique dulcimers are not 
particularly uncommon. Although they usually lack any iden- 
tifying information, most were built between 1850 and 1875, 
sometimes in factories and sometimes on an individual scale. 
They generally fall into one of several types, based on string 
arrangement, bridge design, sound-hole design, and whether 
they are rectangular or trapezoidal. Once in a great while, 
however, one finds dulcimers of unusual design. These reflect 
both makers’ eccentricities and sincere attempts to improve 
the instrument’s traditional tuning, tone, or stability. 

This past summer Karen Jenkins, of North Branch, Michi- 
gan, brought an old dulcimer to the Fun-Fest at Evart, Michi- 
gan. She said that her mother had found it on top of a trash 
heap in Otter Lake, Michigan, about forty years ago. Its wires 
and tuning pins were badly rusted, but it was still solid. She 
brought it home, where it lay until recently. The dulcimer 
explosion of recent years led Karen to try to fix it up. By its 
general appearance and the use of zither pins, I guessed that it 
was made around 1900, perhaps in the vicinity of Otter Lake. 
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Its shape was unlike any I have seen. For one, the two pin 
blocks are not straight, but flare outward so the string length 
of the lower strings is longer (hence they are more taut) than 
it would otherwise be if the pin blocks were straight. Without 
attempting to analyze the load and stress on the strings, it 
seems that the maker understood one of the inherent prob- 
lems in achieving an “ideal” string length. His attempt 
involved cutting the outline of the walnut pin blocks in 
curves, with the usual beveled top into which holes for the 
tuning pins are drilled. continued on next page

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But that was not all. Each pin block 
was intended to rest at a different angle 
from the other, so that the treble bridge 
lies at a 90-degree angle to the front of 
the dulcimer. There may not be any 
practical advantage to the square angle, 
since pin blocks placed symmetrically 
will result in the treble bridge being 
placed at a slightly acute angle, some- 
thing with which players have no trou- 
ble. The maker obviously had an 
interest in geometry. 

Dulcimers of European origin uni- 
versally have had a treble bridge placed 
at a ratio of 2:3 between pin blocks 
(creating an interval of a perfect fifth), 
although there have been individual 
and regional exceptions as makers 
attempted to produce a chromatic tun- 
ing. The designer of this dulcimer, how- 
ever, arranged the bridge to create an 
interval of an augmented fourth/dimin- 
ished fifth. Pythagorean theory, 
through the division of a string length, 
would make the ratio 32:45 for the aug- 
mented fourth and 45:64 for a dimin-

ished fifth. It is difficult to determine, 
however, what ratio the maker of this 
dulcimer had in mind because of the 
flared shape of the pin blocks. In any 
case, the tuning works. A layout involv- 
ing the treble bridge placed so as to 
divide the strings into augmented 
fourths/diminished fifths, incidentally, is 


found on the traditional tuning of hack- 
bretts from Appenzell, Switzerland. 
Although since removed, names of 
notes were stenciled on the soundboard 
and the chart below shows its tuning. 
Finally, each course sits relatively 
close to the next—approximately 3/4-

Three Old Virginia-Style Dulcimers 


First, let me apologize to DPN read- 
ers for the interruption in the regular 
publication of this column. I promise to 
do better, and I will try not to miss any 
future issues! I am always up to my ears 
in projects, while seriously lacking in 
the organizational skills to get them all 
done on time. 

One thing does not change, and that 
is the continuing arrival in my mailbox 
of immensely interesting information 
on, and pictures of, old dulcimers. 
These pictures show the immense origi- 
nality of the old makers, and also reveal 
how little we still know about who saw 
what and who influenced whom. 


A Remarkable Tailpiece 
and an Intriguing Head 

Dr. James B. Smith of Santa Fe, 
New Mexico sent me the pictures of the 
instrument that appears in Figures 1 
and 2. Dr. Smith writes, 

“The dulcimer belonged to my 
maternal grandfather, James Bradley 
Shepherd, who brought it to Missouri 
from Virginia by way of Kentucky. I do 
know that he was considered to be 
quite musical with a fine tenor voice, 
and he played the dulcimer as well as 
the piano and pump organ. He died in 
1939 or 1940.” 

This instrument has the single-curve 
body shape of old Virginia dulcimers. 
The S-shaped soundholes are very 
attractive. The soundhole in the fret- 
board near the foot reflects an old Vir- 
ginia tradition in which one to four 
soundholes were drilled into the fret- 
board. 

An interesting feature is the “park- 
ing” of the fretboard fully above the 
line of the body. This looks to me like 
the echo of a very old tradition. Two 
specimens of this type of construction 
appear in my column in the November 
1999-January 2000 issue of DPN. 

Even more unusual is the tailpiece, 
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Figure 1 Figure 2 Figure 3 
which looks rather like an odd-shaped 
mushroom growing out of the bottom 
of the instrument! The shape of the 
head is also unusual. The moment I saw 
the side view photo, I recognized the 
style of this head as being the same as 
that of a much more primitive instru- 
ment in my collection, a picture of 
which appears in The Story of the Dul- 
cimer, Figure 52A. These two heads, on 
instruments that otherwise have little in 
common, appear to reflect a design tra- 
dition. Somebody saw something, 
somewhere, and adopted it. We don’t 
know where the design tradition began, 
or where these instruments stood in its 
dissemination. 


A Dulcimer with a Short Fretboard 

Short fretboards are sometimes seen 
on folk revival dulcimers, but they are 
uncommon on old instruments. Ms. 
Jean S. Ham of Newburgh, Indiana, 
sent me the photos of the instrument 
that appear as Figures 3 and 4. Ms. 
Ham writes, 

“T recently came into possession of a 
mountain dulcimer that may be 100- 
plus years old—I purchased it from a

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Mrs. Jean E. (Akers) Bruner of Owens- 
boro, Ky. She said it came from her 
mother’s family. I estimate Mrs. Bruner 
as being at least in her 70s. Her moth- 
er’s mother was a Worsham from Ben- 
hams, Virginia, near Bristol. She 
married a Mr. Booker from Bristol. He 
was the musician of the family, and she 
thought he may have built it.” 

The dulcimer’s body length is 34 
inches, but the fretboard is only 23 
inches long. As with the instrument in 
Figures | and 2, the fretboard is 
“parked” on top of the body. The spac- 
ing of the frets, which appear to be 
made of broom wire, seems to be 
approximately chromatic rather than 


diatonic. Na

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dulcimers somewhere in the area. The 
dulcimer was in perfect condition 
except one of the tuning pegs was miss- 
ing. My father couldn’t find a suitable 
replacement so changed it to guitar 
pegs so I could play it. Of course I soon 
found that it was not playable even after 
changing the tuning pegs. It now hangs 
on my wall here in Baton Rouge.” 

Features of the instrument include 
the thin, graceful open D, different 
from Sam Russell’s in that Sam’s were 
thicker, tapered, and with rounded 
edges see the article on Russell, cited 
above. The cut and shaped piece of 
metal at the foot is a common method 
for anchoring the strings in traditional 
dulcimers of open-D design. 

Lucky Maylee! I wish that this were 
hanging on my wall. Maylee, you might 
want to get a good craftsperson to make 
a set of wooden tuning pegs for this 
jewel. If you don’t have the remaining 
old pegs, Sam Russell’s can serve as an 
attractive model. 

And don’t you wonder who made it?

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andy and Caroline Paton proudly 

celebrated Folk-Legacy Records’ 

40th anniversary in 2001! Their 

original goal back in 1961 was to 
locate, preserve, and share traditional 
folk music. This is still their focus. Dur- 
ing intervening years they have been 
visiting traditional musicians, listening 
to and editing field recordings, 
researching song sources, making new 
recordings that include extensive liner 
notes and lyrics, and spending time 
traveling and performing across the 
country. 

As a child, Sandy (Charles Alexan- 
der) enjoyed singing with his mother 
and three sisters. He decided early on 
that he wanted to be an artist, contrary 
to his father’s conventional ideas. He 
left home at an early age and supported 
himself by working one odd job after 
another. 

He hitchhiked across the country 
many times and settled for a while in 
Seattle, where he did some acting at the 
Repertory Theater, and also designed 
and painted scenery for the Great Plays 
Company. He moved on to New York 
for more theater, and then to Toledo, 
Ohio where he took his first job as a 
folksinger, singing songs that he had 
learned while working his way across 
the country. After six months singing in 
Toledo, it was time to move on and 
Sandy hitchhiked to Virginia to meet 
Paul Clayton, whose serious approach 
to folk music he admired. Sandy began 
a new focus of collecting folk music, 
and began traveling primarily in search 
of traditional music. 

One of those trips found him back in 
San Diego visiting his family at Christ- 
mas. When he learned that his sister 
had been crowned “Snow Queen” and 
there was no tree or decorations for the 
party, Sandy pawned his guitar to fund 
his sister’s festivities. Shortly thereafter, 
a friend, Barry Olivier, asked if he’d do 
a church program in Berkeley, to which 
Sandy agreed—if he could borrow a 
guitar! 

Caroline Swenson was working at 
one of the University of California 
libraries at Berkeley and she went to 
hear a folksinger named Sandy Paton. 
She always loved singing the old-fash- 


ioned tunes and as she sat in the second 
row of the audience, Sandy caught sight 
of the lovely woman and could hear her 
clear harmonies. 

One of the songs he performed was a 
variation of the riddle song entitled 
“Perrie Merrie Dixi” that was published 
by Eloise Hubbard Linscott in her Folk 
Songs of Old New England in 1939. 
After the concert, Caroline approached 
him and asked him for words to the 
song. Sandy quickly replied, along with 
offering an invitation to a house party 
following the concert, where they sat in 
the kitchen all night long “walking each 
other’s minds.” That was an evening 
that would change their lives. 

A few days later, Sandy asked Caro- 
line to marry him and they hitchhiked 
back to San Diego, where she un- 
pawned his guitar and said yes! The 
year was 1957 and they soon set out 
together, hitchhiking across the coun- 
try, meeting many friendly people and 
enjoying cordial hospitality all the way. 
They saved what little money they had 
for a trip to England and Scotland. 


or almost a year they lived in Lon- 
don and earned their keep by 
singing. They also recorded for 
two record companies and taped a 
group of New England songs for the 
British Broadcasting Corporation’s 
archives. They spent many hours listen- 
ing to the BBC Recorded Programs 
Library and studying the British 
“cousins” of American folksongs. 

At the expiration of their travel visas, 
Douglas Kennedy, then head of the 
English Folk Dance and Song Society, 
wrote on their behalf requesting an 
extension. He explained that their work 
was of exceptional importance and 
encouraged the government officials to 
grant an extension. Later, traveling with 
Hamish Henderson, the most eminent 
collector of Scottish folk songs, they 
met Jeannie Robertson, the great Scot- 
tish ballad singer. Sandy and Caroline 
were able to record many of her tales 
and songs. During this time, their son 
David was born. 

Once the family moved back to the 
States, Sandy recorded an album for

one ° Ellington, Connecticut j 


Elektra Records in New York entitled 
Many Sides of Sandy Paton (EKL-148, 
1959). Later, they settled in Aspen, Col- 
orado, where Sandy performed in the 
Limelighter Club and for many school 
assembly programs throughout Col- 
orado, Oklahoma, Nebraska and Mis- 
souri. 

The next year found the Patons in 
Chicago with Sandy in charge of 
Kroch’s & Brentano’s record depart- 
ment. It was there he met and befriend- 
ed a customer, Lee Haggerty, who later 
became his founding partner in Folk- 
Legacy Records. 

A vacation took the Paton family 
(now including a second son, Robin) to 
Vermont. After deciding to relocate 
there, they met Erv Auchter, who ran a 
music store in Burlington. Erv lent 
Sandy a tape recorder and helped fund 
a trip to Beech Mountain, North Car- 
olina where he made tape recordings of 
Frank Proffitt, a traditional singer and 
banjo player. 

After they returned with some won- 
derful field recordings, Lee Haggerty 
visited the Patons in Vermont and sug- 
gested they form their own record com- 
pany, rather than sending the tapes to 
an established publisher. With the 
financial backing of Lee and his sister, 
Mary, Folk-Legacy Records was born 
and Frank Proffitt, Traditional Songs and 
Ballads of Appalachia was their first 
release. This recording has just been re- 
released on CD and includes “Tom 
Dooley,” the original source for the 
Kingston Trio hit of the late 1950's. 

Since that first release, over 120 
recordings have been made on the 
Folk-Legacy label, featuring artists such 
as Joseph Able Trivett, Edna Ritchie, 
Howie Mitchell, Hobart Smith, Rosalie 
Sorrels, Hedy West, Michael Cooney, 
Sara Grey, Joe Hickerson, Gordon Bok, 
Bob Zentz, Art Thieme, and Betty 
Smith, just to name a few. Many are 
available in their original vinyl format, 
although a good number have been re- 
released on CD or cassette. 

One of the most popular recordings 
of the early folk song revival was Golden 
Ring—A Gathering of Friends for Making 
Music. First released in 1964, this record- 
ing included George and Gerry Arm- 
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strong, Ed Trickett, Howie Mitchell, Win 
Stracke, and others. Described as 
“singing together for the pure joy of it,” 
this recording was made at WFMT in 
Chicago by Norm Pellegrini. 

That group of friends had such a 
good time that a few years later, the 
same group, plus a few more folks, 
including Sandy and Caroline, got 
together at the Folk-Legacy studio in 
Connecticut and recorded The New 
Golden Ring—Five Days Singing, Vol. 1 
& 2. Sandy would push the buttons on 
the tape recorder, then rush in to sing 
tenor with the group on the choruses! 
All three of these recordings are now 
available on CD. 


olk-Legacy has been devoted to 

making traditional music (and 

contemporary music that reflects 

its values), available to the general 
public. These highly respected record- 
ings are distributed nationally and are 
often used at colleges offering courses 
in folklore. 

The Patons reside in Sharon, Con- 
necticut and operate the company from 
their home, a large remodeled barn on 
a rural hillside. One large area of the 
first floor serves as the Folk-Legacy 
recording studio and a good portion of 
the lower level is used for inventory. 
Their partner, Lee Haggerty, also 
moved to Connecticut, but passed away 
in 2001. On a side note, dulcimer 
builder and performer George Hagger- 
ty of Folkcraft Music in Vermont, is a 
first cousin to Lee and Mary Haggerty. 

Sandy and Caroline continue to per- 
form and share the rich heritage they 
have collected. Behind almost every 
song is a fascinating story relating how, 
from whom, and from where that song 
was discovered. One may be a lively 
banjo tune from an ex-rodeo rider in 
Oklahoma, another a plaintive lament 
obtained from a North Carolina moun- 
tain farmer, or a rare ballad collected 
from an Irish grandmother in the 
Adirondacks, a stonecutter in the 
Catskills, or a traveling “tinker” with 
whom they once camped in the beauti- 
ful Scottish Highlands.

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They accompany themselves on gui- 
tar, 12-string guitar, Appalachian dul- 
cimer and autoharp. While both play 
the dulcimer, Sandy says that for him, 
playing the dulcimer is a “soporific” 
activity akin to drinking warm milk 
before bedtime as well as something to 
fully enjoy as you wind down from a 
busy day. Their music is gentle, their 
style is informal, and their obvious love 
for the songs they sing makes their per- 
formances memorable. 


n recognition of their work as 

singers, folk song collectors and 

folklorists, the Patons were select- 

ed by the Connecticut Commission 
on the Arts to be Connecticut’s Official 
State Troubadours in 1993. The Califor- 
nia Traditional Music Society, the 
Memphis Dulcimer Festival in Ten- 
nessee, and the Eisteddfod Folk Festi- 
val at the University of Massachusetts 
have also honored them. 

With such musical parents, both 
Paton sons are also respected musi- 
cians. David plays concertina and ham- 
mered dulcimer and recently recorded 
a new album, All Hands Around—Irish 
Music with fellow band members Roger 
Burridge and Deirdre Murtha. Robin 
plays music professionally on fiddle, 
mandolin, octave mandolin, 5-string 
banjo and guitar, sings traditional 
songs, and has written some originals. 
Robin also takes care of the Folk- 
Legacy invoicing, packaging, inventory 
and “does anything else that seems to 
need doing.” 

So in honor of their 40th anniver- 
sary, we congratulate and thank Sandy 
and Caroline, along with the hundreds 
of artists they have worked with over 
the years, for sharing all their gifts and 
passing the legacy along!

wonderful warmth replaced the cool evening air on 

September 29th. A hush came over the audience as Jean 

Ritchie made her way to center stage at the Kentucky 

Folklife Festival in Frankfort, Kentucky. Before being 
formally introduced by John Gage, Jean gave a very special iit 
gift to the Kentucky Historical Society to be placed in their - 
Frankfort museum. It was the first dulcimer she owned, one A 
built by Jethro Amburgy in 1946. Hearing a rattle, she 
explained that there was a treasure inside, one that her 
babies had dropped in years ago. 

When Jean went to New York City in 1947 she used this 
dulcimer for performances. Jean explained, “It is precious to 
me. If you want to give a good gift, give a precious gift.” It 
was also a gift in honor of the Appalachian dulcimer being 
named the official musical instrument of Kentucky. 

After a warm introduction by John Gage, Jean opened her 
program with “The Cuckoo,” an old song sung by her family 
in her youth, followed by “Lovin’ Henry.” Seeing some 
youngsters playing in front of the stage, she sang an old 
school yard song which told of little girls who tried to kiss 
anyone in reach, but had little luck luring the boys away from 
their marble game. 

Jean had invited dulcimer players to join her for her final 
song, “Amazing Grace,” and at least twenty-five instruments 
were tuned and ready to go. The last verse was sung a 
cappella, with all of the audience participating. 

A standing ovation given by her grateful audience showed, 
once again, our appreciation for all that Jean Ritchie has 
shared with our state and dulcimer players everywhere.

have always been surrounded by music. I have wonder- 
~ ful childhood memories of my dad playing his mandolin 
nearly every night before I went to bed. Family reunions 
were more like big jam sessions. There were guitars, 
mandolins, banjos, fiddle, steel guitar, drums, and beautiful 
voices. I also enjoyed watching my two older brothers pick up 
the family tradition and play the guitar. 

I never played guitar but I did play the recorder in grade 
school, which lead to the alto sax in high school. I never real- 
ly cared for the sax but it allowed me to indulge my passion 
for the music. And as a bonus I learned to read music and 
developed an elementary knowledge of music theory. After 
high school I all but abandoned music. I began an education 
in engineering, married, and began raising a family. And for 
more than ten years I was content to occasionally sing at fam- 
ily gatherings and watch while others played. But I longed 
every day to find some way to make my own music again. 

It happened quite unexpectedly. At first it was a sound I 
couldn’t quite identify on a recording. Then, on a trip 
through the North Carolina mountains, I saw one: a ham- 
mered dulcimer. I loved hearing the deep bass notes ringing 
together with the music-box-like treble notes. And the best 
part was, I knew the minute I saw it that I would be able to 
play it! So, for many months I dreamed of having one of 
these unusual instruments. 

I finally acquired my first dulcimer the following year 
(1995) from Jerry Read Smith in Black Mountain, North 
Carolina. But for over a year I played mostly by imitating 
what I heard on recordings. I had no idea what I was doing. I 
simply played what sounded good to me. But the more I 
played, the more I felt an irresistible need to share. I simply 
couldn't keep this amazing thing to myself! I began going to 
local jams, and “filling in” for other musicians during their 
breaks at gigs. I acquired a list of beginner dulcimer players 
from a local Renaissance festival, and organized a dulcimer 
workshop that I lead for several months. I began teaching 
privately and soon developed a formal eight-week course, 
which is offered through the Continuing Education Depart- 
ment at York Technical College in Rock Hill, South Carolina. 

In 1996 I discovered dulcimer festivals. I began attending 
the Swannanoa Gathering near Asheville, North Carolina. It 
was there that I was exposed for the first time to the playing 


of Ken Kolodner. Wow! That is what a hammered dulcimer 
should sound like! Shortly after, I met Steve Schneider and 
Randy Marchany. Now, completely inspired, I began to fol- 
low these players, studying, imitating, and soaking up every- 
thing I could from them 


am excited that I have been invited to teach and per- 

_ form at several festivals across the United States includ- 
ing the South West Dulcimer Festival, the Queen City 
Dulcimer Festival, the Bay Path Dulcimer Festival, and 
tHe Winston-Salem Dulcimer Festival. I have been a featured 
musician for the last four years at a number of South Caroli- 
na festivals. I have also played regularly at the Garden Café 
restaurant in York, South Carolina, since October 1998. 

Most exciting of all, in October 2000 I was honored by the 
North Carolina Arts and Sciences Council to be a recipient 
of a Regional Artist Grant to complete my debut recording 
of traditional American, international folk and original tunes. 
My CD Wateree was released June 15, 2001. 

So, what’s next? I am a teacher at heart. I have been on 
the Engineering Technology faculty at York Technical Col- 
lege since 1986 and I love working with adult learners.

“The Star-Spangled Baniier” is 
known throughout the world as the 
national anthem of the United States of 
America, but few realize that its history 
pre-dates the War of 1812, and even the 
birth of Christ. In the 16th century; 
Parisian Henri Estienne discovered, 
translated and, in 1554, published a col- 
lection of short poems by various post- 
classical Greek writers as the work of 
Anacreon (c. 582-485 BC). The frag- 
ments of Anacreon’s poetry that survive 
are devoted to the goddess of love and 
the god of wine, with a deep emphasis 
on love and drinking. 

Estienne’s publication appealed to 
European society, and by the 18th cen- 
tury Anacreon’s poetry was widely 
enjoyed. In 1776 a group of wealthy 


music folk 


men formed,a club called)the Anacreon 
Society, whose menibers gathered regu- 
larly. to drink and sing together. In the 
early days of the club’s existence, when 
it was decided that the group should 
have a theme song, John Smith com- 
posed a tune, and Ralph Tomlinson, set 
lyrics to Smith’s tune. The tune was 
named “To Anacreon in Heaven” as a 
tribute to the writings of Anacreon, and 
the club was named the Anacreontic 
Club. 

In the summer of 1813, Major 
George Armistead sent two of his offi- 
cers to Baltimore to commission Mary 
Young Pickersgill to design a flag so big 
that “the British would have no trouble 
seeing it from a distance.” This she did. 
With the help of her thirteen-year-old 
daughter Caroline, and for the price of 
$405.90, they cut 15 stars that measured 
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panoled.banner: A History 


two feet from point to point, eight red 
and seven white stripes each two feet 
wide, and completed the flag in August. 
During the final days of the war that 
began in 1812, on September 13, 1814, 
the British fleet waged an intense 
attack upon Fort McHenry. Just before 
the battle broke out, Francis Scott Key 
(1780-1843) boarded a British ship to 
discuss the release of American prison- 
ers. His discussions were successful, but 
fearing that Key had overheard too 
much about the pending attack on Bal- 
timore, the British officers refused to 
release the Americans. Key was among 
several American men who watched 
and waited aboard ship behind enemy 
lines. The battle lasted for 25 hours. 
Long before sunrise, the sound of the 
explosions and gunfire was broken by a

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mysterious silence. Thick, heavy smoke- 
filled skies and rain clouds hung in the 
air. All feared the downfall of Fort 
McHenry. As dawn approached and the 
clouds lifted and cleared, the joyous 
sight of General Armistead’s great flag 
appeared. 

As they sailed back to Baltimore, 
Key removed a paper from his pocket 
and began to compose a poem about 
the British attack on Fort McHenry and 
the American victory, which he later 
finished at the Indian Queen Hotel, 
where he was lodging. Several days 
later, Judge J. H. Nicholson, Key’s 
brother-in-law, took the poem to a 
printer and had several copies printed 
and circulated as a broadside under the 
title “Defense of Fort McHenry,” to be 
sung to the tune “To Anacreon in Heav- 
en.” In October of that year, it was sung 
in a public performance and given the 
name “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

On March 3, 1931, Francis Scott 
Key’s patriotic air was officially adopted 
as our national anthem. A flag has

flown continuously since May 30, 1949, 
over the monument marking the site of 
Francis Scott Key’s birthplace at Terra 
Rubra Farm, Carroll County in Keymar, 
Maryland. General Armistead’s now 
fragile great flag resides in the Smithso- 
nian Institution’s Museum of American 
History. Key’s original manuscript was 
sold to the Maryland Historical Society 
in 1953, where it remains today. One 
broadside copy of Key’s poem is housed 
at the Library of Congress.

den menace in the word “prac- 

_ tice.” If we have to “practice,” 

_ then it can’t be fun. If we have to 
“practice,” then it can’t be real. Living 
with that attitude, practice quickly 
becomes an exercise in torment, sum- 
moning up long periods of suffering in 
solemn solitude. If your practice ses- 
sions resemble scenes from Sartre’s No 
Exit, then it’s time to think about what 
you are trying to accomplish when you 
practice. 

Of course, this assumes that you do 
practice from time to time. Many musi- 
cians don’t practice for various reasons. 
Some don’t feel the need and actually 


[ or many people there is some hid- 


believe that practicing a piece can 
destroy their spontaneity. If you are a 
jazz musician who thrives on improvisa- 
tion, there may be some truth to that 
statement. When recording the land- 
mark jazz album, Kind Of Blue, Miles 
Davis refused to hand out scores to the 
musicians ahead of time because he 
wanted a totally improvised feel to the 
music. However, most of us mortals can 
benefit by practicing, and even the best 
jazz musicians have to practice impro- 
vising. The truth is that most of us 
probably don’t practice because (1) it is 
too much work, (2) we can’t spare the 
time, (3) we don’t have the space, or (4) 
it doesn’t accomplish anything.

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If you don’t enjoying playing your 
instrument, you’re not going to practice. 
If, on the other hand, you enjoy playing 
your instrument, then any opportunity 
to pick it up should be welcome. Let’s 
face it, most of us will not be able to 
make a living performing or teaching 
music, sO music is something we do for 
ourselves. Practicing shouldn’t be a 
punishment, it should be a chance to 
step out of our daily routines and do 
something for the pure joy of it. 
Remember when you first discovered an 
instrument and played it non-stop until 
your fingers were sore and blistered? 
Aim for that freshness each day, and 
your practice sessions will be less like a 
burden and more like a blessing. 

Well, what if you want to practice, 
but just don’t have time? Generally I 
find that if people want to do something 
badly enough, they make the time. 
Granted, some of us may have busier 
schedules than others. A single, work- 
ing parent raising three children usually 
has more on the plate than a retired 


bank president. However, there’s no law 
that says we have to practice in large, 
single blocks of time. In fact, several 
short practice sessions a day can be 
more productive than one mammoth 
session. Keep your music out and acces- 
sible. Keep your instrument handy as 
well, but keep it in the case for protec- 
tion. I keep music stands and instru- 
ments in several rooms at my house. I 
can go from jazz to baroque simply by 
walking from the bedroom to the living 
room. Sometimes you can also combine 
activities to save time. I can do a load of 
clothes and get in a 30-minute practice 
at the same time. My playing may not 
have improved much, but my shirts are 
whiter. 


very time I think of the perfect 
practice room, I think of Ernest 
Hemingway’s somber masterpiece, 
A Clean Well Lighted Place. After 
all, I suppose that’s all one really needs 
in order to practice playing an instru- 


ment. Others, however, believe that 
your practice area should be a source of 
inspiration. Some musicians hang pic- 
tures of their musical heroes in their 
practice room to inspire and encourage 
them. If at all possible, it is nice to have 
a special area of your home reserved for 
practicing. This enables you to focus 
better on the task at hand. You should 
ask other members of your household 
to respect your practice area to avoid 
distractions. You don’t need much in 
the way of furniture, but a few items are 
essential. First, you need a straight-back 
chair that allows your feet to touch the 
floor. I know there are all kinds of 
chairs being marketed for music rooms, 
but what you want is one that supports 
good posture to avoid back and wrist 
injury. If you wear bifocals, you want a 
music stand that can be adjusted to any 
height. These stands cost more than the 
non-adjustable ones, but are worth it if 
you are straining your neck to see the 
music. A CD, cassette, or video player 
should be within easy reach for interac-

tive lessons. Finally, a full-length mirror 
should be available so you can check 
your posture while playing. Dulcimer 
players often look down too much at 
their instrument. You can practice look- 
ing up and still see your fingers in a full- 
length mirror. You can also practice 
smiling at the audience. 

You have the motivation, you have 
the time, and you have the room, but 
practicing seems to be a waste of time. 
You really aren’t getting anything out of 
it, so now what? First, stop and ask 
yourself what you are trying to accom- 
plish when you practice. What do you 
want to get out of a practice session? 
Some people feel that learning new 
tunes is not practicing, that you should 
be concentrating on improving your 
playing rather than adding repertoire. I 
believe that adding repertoire can be a 
form of practicing, but it shouldn’t be 
the only one. Practicing can take vari- 
ous forms. One day you can learn new 
tunes, one day you can concentrate on 
improving sections of old tunes, one day 
you can devote to writing and arranging 
tunes, one day you can concentrate on 
technique, and one day you can concen- 
trate on learning how to relax when you 
play. These are all valid forms of prac- 
tice, and they are all valuable. 

Write down your practice goals. If 
you don’t know what you’re trying to 
accomplish, you probably aren’t getting 
the most out of your practice sessions. 
Some musicians keep practice journals 
to chart their progress. If you can only 
practice for short periods, knowing pre- 
cisely what you want to accomplish can 
save a lot of time and still be produc- 
tive. If you are rushed for time, concen- 
trate only on the measures that are the 
most difficult or give you the most trou- 
ble. There’s no rule that says you have 
to play the entire piece every time you 
sit down to practice. Other times, you 
may want to play the entire piece simply 
because you enjoy hearing it. You are 
the audience when you practice. Some- 
times it’s enough just to play a beautiful 
tune for one’s self. If you haven’t wept 
when playing a tender tune, you're 
missing the point of the music. 

You set your own practice rules. 
However, you should strive to practice a 


piece the same way you perform it in 
front of an audience. If you practice 
sloppily, you will perform sloppily. If 
you practice mistakes, you will perform 
mistakes. Take the time to overcome 
mistakes by stopping, then backing up a 
measure before the problem and play- 
ing through it correctly. Don’t ignore a 
problem just because it is a practice ses- 
sion. That’s the time to learn to play it 
right. So what’s the perfect practice, 
and is it possible? Sometimes I think 
the perfect practice is like zen medita- 
tion. The harder you try the more elu- 
sive it becomes. You have to learn to be 
aware of the moment. Stop and reflect 
on what you are doing during practice, 
and listen to yourself as you play. I have 
a friend who says no matter how expen- 
sive a guitar he purchases, it will not 
enable him to play Carnegie Hall, but it 
doesn’t matter to him because he can 
enjoy a fine guitar just as well in his liv- 
ing room. Most of us, no matter how 
hard we practice, will never play 
Carnegie Hall, but it shouldn’t matter 
as long as we learn to listen as we prac- 
tice to the music in the privacy of our 
own heart. &

Replacing a Fretted Dulcimer String 


Strings. Love them, hate them. We 
love them for their sound and the tac- 
tile connection they provide between 
our fingers and our dulcimers. With 
fretted instruments like guitar and fret- 
ted dulcimer, we literally caress the 
strings to coax music from wood in a 
most direct manner. Players may even 
wax poetic over the “feel” of favorite 
instruments. But when strings break 
love may turn to hate. Our instrument 
has let us down. It no longer yields its 
lovely sound. It has inconvenienced or 
perhaps even embarrassed us. It is 
wounded, broken. We’re a little 
shocked to go from sweet music to anx- 
ious silence. Our music is without a 
voice. And it will remain so until we 
face that nasty task. Replace the string! 


Technical Dulcimer 


In the Fall 2000 Tech column we 
took an in-depth look at replacing ham- 
mer dulcimer strings. Attaching fretted 
dulcimer strings is a little different. 
Those of you who are used to replacing 
strings on other instruments, like guitar 
or fiddle, have probably had no trouble 
using the same string changing proce- 
dures on your dulcimers. For the rest of 
us, a review of the process may prevent 
some headaches and ease the hate part 
of our love/hate relationship with 
strings. 

The risk of string breakage is a part 
of life for us. Always have replacement 
strings with you. Your dulcimer builder 
should be able to provide replacements 
or, at least, tell you the proper string 
gauges for your instrument and the tun- 
ings you use. If you can’t obtain that 
information, find someone with a 
micrometer to measure the diameters 
of the strings on your instrument. Some 
builders, some music stores, and most 
piano tuners or technicians can do this 
for you. Or you can often safely copy 


the gauges used by other players who 
have dulcimers somewhat similar to 
yours. Dulcimers are often tolerant of 
string experimentation, but string size 
changes can alter playing action, into- 
nation, tuning, tone, and balance 
between strings. Accurate string gauges 
are usually given as the string diameter 
in thousandths of an inch. A common 
set of strings for a D’D’AD (high to 
low) tuning might be: .011” .011” .014” 
and .022”. The .022” might be a wound 
string; a banjo D string is often used. 

A pair of long-nose pliers with a wire 
cutter is helpful and will be the only 
string changing tool you need. The first 
step is to remove all of the broken 
string from the tuning peg and the hitch 
pin. Then get out your replacement 
string. Most dulcimers have hitch pins 
near the saddle (at the strumming end 
of the dulcimer) which require strings 
with loops in one end. Simplify your 
task by buying ready-made strings with 
loops in the end. You can find them 
sold as dulcimer strings, or use banjo

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type peg box, the strings should go from 
the nut to the top of the tuning pegs 
and then wrap around the pegs, as in 
Figure 2. This is true for either wooden 
friction pegs (like violin pegs) or geared 
tuning machines. If you have geared 
machines in a flat, guitar-type peghead, 
the strings should wrap around the 
machine string posts from the side away 
from the tuning knob. See Figures 3 
and 4. 

If you are replacing a broken string, 
you should be able to look at the 
remaining strings to see how they are 
attached. If you can duplicate the 
attachment, you may choose to do that. 
Dulcimer strings are very light in gauge 
(small in diameter) and can go out of 
tune or pull loose if not put on securely. 
Figures 5, 6, and 7 show the way I like 
to do it. 

The drawings in Figure 5 depict a 
tuning machine string post that has the 
tuning knob on the left as we look 
down onto the peghead, as in Figure 3. 
The strings tighten and tune higher in

pitch as the string post rotates counter- 
clockwise (in other words, turning the 
tuning knob so that the string post 
rotates counterclockwise raises pitch).

the string onto the hitch pin. In Figure 
5-A the peghead end of the string is put 
through the hole in the tuning machine 
string post. Leave enough slack in the 
string so that the string will wind 
around the post at least three or four 
times before it pulls tight.

amount of slack required depends on 
the diameter of your string posts or 
friction pegs. You may have to experi- 
ment a bit before getting it just right. 
Bend the tail of the string clockwise 
and under the string where it enters the 
post hole, Figure 5-B. Bend the string 
tail into a sharp “V” bend around the 
string and pointing away from the fret- 
board, as in Figure 5-C and Figure 6. 
Hold tension on the string with one 
hand (tensioning hand) while tighten- 
ing the tuning knob with the other. As 
you turn the knob and the string tight- 
ens, control the string with your ten- 
sioning hand to make the string wrap 
tightly around the post. The wraps 
should extend down toward the wood 
of the peghead, away from the top end 
of the post, as in Figure 7. With friction 
pegs in a violin-style peg box the wraps 
can go in either direction. Once the 
string is quite tight, cut the string tail 
off as short as you can. 

The secrets to secure attachment are 
the sharp “V” bend in Figure 6 and the 
three or more neat, tight wraps around 
the post. I use this stringing procedure 
on all my fretted instruments, and 
never have trouble with strings coming 
loose. If you try this method on other 
instruments, note that with large- 
diameter strings, like the bass strings 
of a guitar, three wraps around the post 
may not fit, nor are they necessary. 

If your first attempt at string replace- 
ment doesn’t look good, take the string

off and start over. You may need to use 
a new string, as the bends and kinks in 
a “used” string can weaken it and make 
it difficult to install. Keep trying until 
the result looks neat and holds tight. 
Practice makes perfect, and the cost of 
a few strings is a cheap education. You

Embellishing “Blair Atholl’ 


We took melody notes out of “White 
Cockade” in order to have room for 
other chord notes [DPN August-Octo- 
ber, 2001]. Our next step is to embellish 
the tune “Blair Atholl.” Our first choice 
is to try taking out some of the melody 
notes and adding notes from the chord 
suggestions. 

“Blair Atholl” isn’t laden with chord 
changes. The A, C, and E, which make 
up the A-minor chord and the G, B, 
and D in the G-major chord are all the 
chords with which you will need to con- 
tend. 

Play the tune through a time or two 
with little or no embellishments. An 
occasional roll or repeated note is fine, 
but define the tune to your audience 
before you do much embellishing. In 
the A section, this arrangement usually 
takes out melody notes in the odd-num- 
bered measures and replaces them with 
other notes. In measures Al, A5, A6, 
A13, and A14, there are fewer notes 
added than taken out. When a tune is 
proceeding at a fast pace, this makes a 
nice change of pace. In measures A3, 
A8, A9, and Al11, the added notes 
dance around on the chord tones, 
adding more notes than were taken out. 
In the B section, this arrangement usu- 
ally takes out melody notes in the even- 
numbered measures and replaces them 
with other notes. This may be a bit too 
symmetrical to be a good arrangement, 
but it works really well for teaching 
purposes. Try this technique on other 
lively tunes.
